THE  COMMONWEALTH, 

From  the  Tri-Weekly  South  Carolinian,  May  24 
Horrible  Butchery  of  Fourteen  Men  for 
Deserting  the  Cause  of  Treason. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Atlanta  Confeder- 
acy gives  the  annexed  account  of  a  military 
execution  which  recently  occurred  at  Dal- 
ton :  I  have  witnessed  a  scene,  tho  horror 
of  which  can  never  be  forgotten.  It  was  the 
execution  of  fourteen  men  bv  the  sentence 
of  a  court-martial . 

When  I  arrived  on  the  ground,  1  found  the 
division  of  Major  General  Stevenson  drawn 
up  in  lines,  forming  three  sides  of  a  hollow- 
square.  In  front  were  fourteen  stakes,  with 
a  coftiij  at  the  fool  of  each,  and  in  the  rear 
of  these  a  long  line  of  yawning  graves  In 
a  few  moments  afterward,  the  arrival  of  four 
wagons  containing  the  unfortunate  men, 
filed  slowly  through  the  lines,  and  approach 
cd  the  tatal  spot.  The  men,  with  one  exn 
ception,  approached  unmoved,  and  calmly 
looked  around  as  though  they  were  uncon- 
scious of  the  fenrful  end  which  they  were 
approaching. 

By  direction  of  General  Reynolds  they 
were  drawn  up  in  line,  and  a  number  of 
Chaplains  approached  them  and  besought 
them  to  give  the  few  remaining  moments  of 
their  lives  to  prayer  which  was  followed  by 
the  reading  of  the  Twenty-third  Psalm,  and 
an  eloquent  prayer,  which  affected  the  pris- 
oners  very  much.  Gen.  Reynolds  then  asked 
them  if  they  had  any  thing  to  say,  and  ad 
dressed  them  in  an  impressive  manner  for  a 
few  minutes  Two  of  them  ?aid  lhay  had 
no  intention  of  deserting  the  service;  one 
said  he  was  cut  ofT  from  his  command  at 
Mission  Ridge,  and  did  not  know  where  to 
go,  and  so  went  home ;  the  other  said  he  de- 
serted on  account  of  his  family.  Several  of 
their  regimental  and  company  officers  now 
come  forward  and  bid  them  farewell.  The 
men,  with  one  exception,  were  very  excited, 
several  having  lost  all  control  of  their  feel 
ings. 

Gen.  Reynolds  turned  to  them  and  paid 
"Mav  God  have  mercy  on  your  souls,"  and 
turned  hastily  away.  The  guard  stepped 
forward,  and,  taking  each  one  to  a  stake,  tied 
them  fast,  and  then  bound  a  cloth  over  their 
eyes.  All  began  to  pray,  and  some  were 
shouting  and  clapping  their  hands  Austin 
made  no  demonstration,  save  the  swaying 
back  and  forth  of  his  broad  whitish  lips, 
which  moved  as  in  prayar. 

The  shooting  detail,  consisting  ol  one  buD- 
dred  and  twenty  men,  were  marched  in  front 
oT  them,  and  an  officer  stepped  aside  and 
raieed  a  handkerchief ;  then  the  ominous 
clinking  of  the  locks  was  heard,  which 
thrilled  through  the  by  slanders  and  caused 
the  unfortunate  men  at  the  stakes  to  shudder 
and  tremble,  as  though  a  galvanic  battery 
had  been  applied  io  each.  One  moment, 
and  a  hundred  tubes  are  levelled  at  their 
breasts.  We  hold  our  breath  in  suspense, 
and  a  sickly  fainting  feeling  takes  posses- 
sion of  ua.  While  our  eyes  are  riveted  upon 
the  handkerchief — the  ta.ll  of  which  is  to 
send  these  unfortunate  men  to  an  untimely 
and  dishonored  grave — the  officer  turns  from 
the  condemned  to  the  detail,  hurries  along 
the  line,  drops  the  handkerchief  and  turns 
away. 

A  ragged  volley,  followed  by  straggling 
shots,  and  iwo  ol  the  men  are  lifeless  ;  others 
are  screaming  in  their  agony,  and  imploring 
and  beseeching  the  men  to  finish  the  work 
so  badly  done.  A  few  struggle  to  a  half  re- 
cliningposition,  suspended  by  the  rope  which 
confines  them  to  the  stakes,  and  expire  A 
young  soldier  rushes  up  to  shoot  a  poor 
wretch  who  is  crying  in  agony  for  death 
and  presents  his  gun,  but.  sickened  with  tbe 
horrid  sight  turns  away,  then  wheels  and 
quickly  aiming  bis  gua,  sends  a  ball  through 
his  breast.  At  last  the  provost  guard  ar- 
rives and  despatched  the  few  who  were  yet 
struggling 

With  a  sad  sickened  heart  i  turned  away, 
and  even  after  1  had  mounted  my  horse  1 
heard  a  shot  fired  at  some  poor  fellow  who 
had  lingered  ten  or  fifteen  minutes.  XI.-. 
affair  was  badly  managed,  and  the  horrors 
of  such  a  scene  were  made  revoking  by  the 
blundering  manner  in  which  the  execution 
took  place.  No  re=erve  was  ci  hand  to  finish 
the  horrible  work,  and  instead  of  dropping 
a  handkerchief  as  a  signal,  the  regular  com 
rnand  should  have  been  given  ;  the  met. 
who  were  to  fire  watched  the  handkerchief, 
and  when  it  dropped,  the  men  fired  without 
aiming  their  pieces. 

x  Let  us  hope  that  this  fearful  example  will 
prove  of  lasting  benefit  to  our  men,  and  that 
such  a  scene  may  never  occur  again  during 
our  struggle  for  independence.

General  Orders,  No.  6. 

In  view  ol  the  great  scarcity  of  laboi, 
and  the  lacl  that  citizens  have  reeponded  so 
patriotically  and  nobly  to  the  late  tall  for 
six  months'  men,  I  am  directed  by  His  Ex 
cellency,  the  Governor,  to  postpone  the  draft 
ordered  for  the  llth  instant,  expecting  every 
good  citizen  to  lend  his  aid  and  enforce  the 
following  measure  for  the  defence  of  our 
State : 

1st  That  each  Regiment  61  Enrolled  Mi- 
litia shall  be  completely  organized,  and  so 
held  in  organization  as  provided  by  law,  that 
if  necessity  required  they  could  be  assembled 
and  equipped  lor  duty  on  shorl  notice. 

2d.  That  there  be  formed  in  each  Regi 
mental  District  one  company  of  from  eighty 
tliro  -  to  one  hundred  and  one  men,  aggie 
gate,  who  shall  be  mustered,  armed  and 
equipped  as  Active  Militia,  under  the  State 
Guard  law,  as  provided  lor  in  the  seventh 
and  following  sections  of  article  sixth,  of 
the  same,  enacted  at  called  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  August,  1862;  and  un- 
less such  a  company  is  formed  by  volunteers- 
and  mustered  as  above  mentioned,  the  colo- 
nel commanding  the  Regimental  District  will 
be  required  to  detail  at  least  one  company  ol 
the  Enrolled  Militia,  which  shall  be  called 
out  for  duty  when  required. 

All  organizations  known  as  Home  Guards 
&c. ,  are  hereby  ordered  to  conform  to  this 
order,  and  thereby  become  a  part  of  the 
State  Guard,  or  to  be  regarded  as  Enrolled 
Militia,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  re- 
quirements  incumbent  upon  them  as  mem 
bers  of  the  same. 

A  prompt  response  to  the  requirements 
contained  in  this  order  will  be  deemed  suffi 
cient  to  relieve  each  County  or  Regimental 
District  of  Enrolled  Militia  from  State  draft, 
as  it  will,  if  generally  conformed  to,  afford 
ample  protectiou,  and  supply  all  deficits  in 
the  call  for  ten  thousand  six  month's  men

The  young  men  of  Frankfort  and  from 
Peak's  Mill  and  Bald  Knob  precincts,  who 
to  nobly  rallied  to  the  defence,  and  with  the 
dauntless  nerve  of  veterans,  met  a  foe  su- 
perior in  numbers,  and  repulsed  him  ;  and 
who  stood  ready  and  prepared  to  defend  the 
Capital  against  Mobqan's  entire  band  of 
thieves,  who  were  expected  every  hour  to 
assail  them, — have  set  an  example  of  heroic 
patriotism,  which  should  thrill  every  Ken- 
tucky heart  with  pride,  and  nerve  every 
Keutucky  arm  for  similar  deeds  for  courage-

General  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
the  following  report,  of  the  defence  of  the 
State  Capital,  against  the  recent  attack  of  a 
detachment  of  Gen  John  H.  Morgan's  guer- 
rilla forces 

The  capture  of  the  morning  train  from 
Louisville,  on  the  8th  instant,  was  the  first  in- 
timation had  of  the  presence  of  the  enemy 
in  this  section  ot  the  State.  Supposing  the 
cutting  of  the  road  to  have  been  the  work 
of  some  small  marauding  band  of  horse 
thieves,  who  would  immediately  endeavor 
to  escape,  1  ordered  a  detatchment  of  the 
1st  Kentucky  Scouts  to  take  the  road  as 
soon  as  possible,  and  march  by  the  way  ol 
Mount  Eden  to  Taylorsvilie,  on  which  route 
it  was  'bought  the  depredators  could  either 
be  intercepted,  or  their  whereabouts  ascer- 
tained. Before  the  Scouts  could  march, 
however,  we  learned  that  Morgan  ;n  force 
had  succeeded  in  getting  in  between  ue  and 
the  United  States  forces,  under  command  ot 
Brig.  Gen.  S.  G.  Burbridge;  bad  captured 
Mount  Sterling  and  Paris;  and  had  burnt 
the  bridges  on  the  Kentucky  Central  Rail- 
road. These  events  occurring  on  the  same 
day  the  road  was  cut  between  here  and 
Louisville,  presented  the  view  of  concerted 
action,  and  led  to  the  belief  that  the  enemy 
had  an  objective  point  some  where  between 
the  break  in  the  Central  Railroad  at  Paris 
and  that  upon  the  road  from  here  to  Louis- 
ville. This  place,  it  seemed  to  me,  held  out 
greater  inducements  to  him  than  any  other  ; 
inasmuch  as  here  he  could  strike  the  greatest 
blow  to  the  State  by  the  destruction  of  the 
public  records,  &c  ;  and  could  arm  his  new 
recruits,  who  he  was  rapidly  mounting,  as  he 
passed  along,  upon  the  finest  stock  ever  pro- 
duced in  the  blue  grass  region.  In  addition 
to  this.  Gen  Burbridge.  having  come  upon 
his  rear,  as  we  were  informed  b/  special 
courier,  was  pressing  him  with  the  utmost 
vigor.  Here  he  could  procure  artillery,  and 
cross  his  command  in  a  few  hours;  and.  de- 
stroying the  bridges,  avoid,  or  so  delay,  pur- 
suit as  to  be  able  to  strike  the  Louisville  and 
Nashville  Railroad  with  impunity 

In  view  ol  these  conclusions,  which  sub- 
sequent events  proved  to  be  correct,  it  was 
determined  not  to  send  any  part  of  the  cav- 
alry away  ;  and  by  direction  ot  his  Excellen- 
cy the  Governor,  the  Militia  of  the  county, — 
the  36th  Regiment — under  Colonel  Keenon, 
was  ordered  out,  and  the  various  roads  pick- 
eted. The  railroad  being  again  open  to  Lou- 
isville, exertions  were  made  to  ship  the  pub- 
lic papers  and  stores  of  every  kind  to  that 
place.  All  night  long,  the  work  of  loading 
the  train  was  kept  up,  until  every  car  was 
filled  to  its  utmost  capacity,  it  is'useless  to 
say  that  the  officers  of  the  various  depart- 
ments and  their  clerks  discharged  their  'la- 
borious duties  with  diligence 

On  the  morning  of  the  9tb,  the  train  con- 
taining the  public  property,  with  a  guard 
composed  of  the  clerks  of  the  various  offices, 
and  Kolunteers  from  the  Militia.^and  stran- 
gers in  the  city,— all  under  the  command  of 
Mr.  J.  B.  Til  lord,  of  the  Adjutant  General's 
Office, — started  for  Louisville.  When  Hear- 
ing Pleasureville  the  road  was  discovered  to 
be  on  fire.  The  engine  was  immediately  re- 
versed, and  the  train  attacked  by  guerrillas. 
The  guard  succeeded  in  defending  the  train, 
on  which  a  running  fire  was  kept  up  tor  scv- 
«ral  miles;  and,  notwithstanding  the  road 
was  obstructed  with  rails,  etc.,  every  two  or 
three  hundred  yards,  the  train  and  guards 
uninjured  reached  the  depot  at  7J  o'clock  P 
M. 

The  enrolled  Militia  of  this  City,  Peak  s 
Mill  precinct,  and  other  parts  of  the  county 
baJ  been  collecting  during  the  dav  A 
squad  under  Captain  Sanford  Goins  were  sent 
to  roan  the  guns  in  the  Fort;  a  small  guard 
being  at  the  Arsenal,  the  remainder 
placed  in  barracks  near  the  city. 

Finding  it  impossible  for  me  to  attend  to 
all  the  details,  and  at  the  same  time  exercise 
general  command,  I  availed  myself  of  the 
services  of  Col.  Geo  \V  Monroe",  22d  Ken- 
tucky Infantry,  who  at  all  times  has  been 
fouDd  willing  to  respond  to  the  call  of  his 
Country  and  State,  and  placed  him  in  com- 
mand of  forces,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing 
and  distributing  them;  with  orders  to  report 
from  time  to  time  to  these  Headquarters 

On  the  morning  of  the  10th,  the  Miiiiia 
force  was  collected  at  the  Arsenal  for  equip- 
(Mat;  and  then,  by  Col.  Monroe,  distributed 
between  the   Fort,  the  Arsenal,  and 
bridge  leading  to  South  Frankfort. 

I  sent  a  special  messenger  through  to 
Louisville,  with  an  order  to  Col.  Uatbrieht 
Commanding  the  Militia  of  Jefferson  coun- 
ty, to  turn  out  his  command  for  service  and 
to  act,  on  consultation  with  Mr.  Gill  the 
Superintendent  of  the  railroad,  in  establish- 
tog  connection  between  here  and  Louisville 


the 


leaving  a  sufficient  guard  at  the  most  im- 
portant points,  for  the  protection  of  the 
road.  Lt.  Col.  Craig  was  eaut  from  here,  with 
a  company,  composed  of  detachments  from 
the  1st  Kentucky  Scouti  and  the  Militia,  as  a 
guard  to  aconstruction  train,  with  orders  to  re- 
pair whatever  damage  had  been  done  to  this 
end  of  the  road.  This  expedition  returned  in 
the  evening,  without  being  able  to  accomplish 
their  mission.  Col.  Craig  found  the  enemy 
posted  iu  the  stockade  near  Benson  bridge, 
and  charging  them,  drove  them  out  and 
across  the  creek,  capturing  two  horses,  with 
a  loss  of  one  man  wounded,  and  three  miss- 
ing; what  damage  he  did  the  enemy  lie  was 
unable  to  ascertain. 

These  persistent  efforts  to  stop  all  use  of 
the  Louisville  and  Frankfort  Railroad  dem- 
onstrated, that  we  were  in  danger;  and, 
when  the  news  was  received  that  Morgan 
was  at  Georgetown,  no  one  could  doubt  his 
intentions.  We,  here  in  Frankfort,  were 
not  long  in  finding  out  what  those  intentions 
were. 

About  7  o'clock,  P.  M.,  10th  instant,  a 
picket  came  in  to  my  Headquarters,  and  an- 
nounced that  the  enemy  were  advancing  on 
the  Georgetown  pike.  The  detachment  of 
Scouts  had  been  ordered,  but  a  short  time 
before,  to  be  prepared  to  strengthen  the 
pickets  on  any  road  that  might  be  threaten- 
ed. They  were  immediately  sent  out  the 
Georgetown  pike.  Col.  Monroe  and  myself 
accompanied  them  as  far  as  the  Cemetery 
gate,  when  I  was  informed,  by  a  picket  sta- 
tioned to  the  left  of  the  road  in  position  to 
see  the  Owenton  pike,  that  a  large  force  was 
advancing  on  that  road.  Hearing  nothing 
from  the  pickets  stationed  at  Ilord's  house, 
I  rather  doubted  the  information,  and  leav- 
ing Colonel  Monroe  to  defend  the  George- 
town pike,  I  took  six  mounted  men,  and 
started  out  on  the  Owenton  road.  I  had  not 
gone  far,  when  I  discovered  the  enemy  mov- 
ing up  the  hill  to  attack  the  Fort.  Ordering 
the  cavalry  that  were  with  me  to  make  for 
she  Fort,  by  the  road  leading  up  the  hill 
next  to  the  river,  I  made  my  way  up  the 
hill,  reaching  the  summit  just  in  time  to  see 
the  men  driven  from  the  advance  gun,  and 
the  enemy  take  possession  of  it.  I  was  met 
by  a  large  number  of  negroes,  who  had  been 
used  in  building  a  redoubt,  and  who  were 
running  for  the  Fort.  I  changed  their 
course,  and  made  them  go  down  the  hill,  to 
the  left  near  the  river  No  negroes  were  al- 
lowed in  the  Fort.  I  had  no  intention  of 
using  them  as  soldiers;  and  knowing  that,  if 
the  enemy  should  succeed  in  taking  the 
place,  they  would  be  murdered,  I  ordered 
them  from  the  hill. 

By  this  time  the  enemy,  about  sixty  strong, 
were  advancing  rapidly  upon  the  Fort,  from 
the  direction  of  the  gun  they  had  captured  ; 
a  portion  taking  shelter  behind  a  stonewall, 
under  cover  of  which  they  could  approach 
nearer  the  Fort  As  I  rode  around  to  the 
entrance,  I  observed  about  twenty -five  of  the 
enemy  moving  in  the  direction  of  the  ravine 
on  the  west  slope  of  the  hill,  a  short  distance 
north  of  the  Fort  1  gave  the  command 
"Fire, "  and  with  a  lew  rounds  the  enemy 
were  repulsed;  as  tbey  were  also  in  two  suc- 
ceeding assaults 

In  the  first  assault,  Major  T.  J  Hutchin- 
son and  John  Coleman  of  the  36th  Enrolled 
Militia  of  Franklin  county,  wer&  wounded, 
whilst  working  the  guns  in  the  Fort.  Major 
Hutchinson  wounded  in  the  face,  and  John 
Coleman  in  the  breast;  both  seriously,  but 
neither  mortally  Information  wa9 received' 
through  prisoners,  that  the  enemy  lost  five 
men  wounded  ;  and  there  was  one  horse 
captured  by  us. 

Hostilities  having  cease!  for  awhile,  and 
Col.  Monroe  arriving,  it  was  concluded  to 
send  a  detachment  for  each  of  the  two 
guns  outside  of  the  Fort  Col.  Monroe 
commanded  one  of  the  detachments  in  per- 
son, and  Mr.  Thos  Buford,  of  Woodford 
county,  the  other.  This  work  they  accom- 
plished These  guns  were  covered  by  a  fire 
from  the  Fort;  had  tbey  not  been,  the 
presence  of  mind  ot  young  Frank  Gray  in 
bringing  away  the  friction  primers,  would 
have  prevented  the  enemy  from  using  them 
against  us. 

Too  much  credit  cannot  be  awarded  to 
Sergeant  Johnson  of  the  2nd  Maryland, 
Capt.  San  Goins  of  this  place,  Mr.  Albert 
Bayless,  of  Shelby,  and  Mr.  J.  B  Gibson  of 
Cincinnati  the  latter  an  old  Kentucky 
Military  Institute  cadet,  and  also  Capt. 
Fletcher,  U.  S.  A .,  and  Mr.  Schwitzker.  for 
their  bravery  and  efficiency  in  handling  the 
gun3  in  the  Fort 

This  defence  would  have  been  creditable 
to  the  Militia,  had  their  numbers  been  suffi- 
cient to  have  lined  the  parapet  from  one  end 
to  the  other  ;  but  I  am  satisfied  that,  when 
the  fln»t  assault  was  made,  there  were  not 
over  forty  men  in  the  Fort. 

Waiting  until  after  midnight  to  dee  if  the 
attack  would  be  renewed,  I  then  turned  the 
command  of  the  Fort  over  to  Col.  Monroe, 
and  rode  down  to  the  city  for  the  purpose 
of  visiting  the  Arsenal  and  other  points  of 
delence.  At  the  Arsenal  I  found  yourself 
in  command,  aided  by  Quarter  Master  Gen 
Suddarth,  and  everything  in  preparation  for 
its  defence.  The  bridge  was  effectually 
guarded  by  a  detachment  under  command 
of  Capt.  Jno.  M.  Hewitt. 

About  daylight  I  relieved  Col.  Monroe. 
The  enemy  were  found  to  be  occupying  all 
the  roads  leading  into  the  city.  Several  at 
tempts  were  made  by  them  to  approach  the 
Arsenal  through  the  Cemetery  and  by  the 
Railroad,  but  the  shells  thrown  from  the 
guns  at  the  Fort  and  a  gun  at  the  Arsena 
kept  them  back.  The  enemy  showing  them- 
se'ves  frequently  on  the  hills  southwest  of 
the  city.  Two  guns  (20  pound  Parrots)  at 
the  Fori  under  charge  of  Messrs.  Gibsou, 
Bayless  and  Buford,  shelled  them  with  con 
siderable  effect,  as  it  was  learned  that  five 
were  killed  and  five  wounded,  and  several 
dead  horses  mark  the  localities  at  which 
they  fell.  A  flagof  truce  appearing,  the  fir 
ing  ceased.  I  will  here  state  that  during 
the  suspension  of  hostilities  occasioned  by 
the  entrance  of  the  flag  of  truce,  the  enemy 
were  discovered  on  the  north  side  of  the 
river,  advaucing  through  the  Cemetery,  and 
by  my  orders  they  were  shelled.  For  fur 
ther  particulars  I  refer  you  to  Col.  Monroe's 
report  which  I  herewith  transmit  to  you. 

On  the  morning  of  the  12th  instant  At- 
torney General  Harlan,  with  a  detachment 
reconnoitered  the  hills  on  the  South  side  of 
the  river,  from  the  Louisville  turnpike  gate 
around  to  the  Railroad  without  discovering 
any  indication  of  the  enemy.    In  the  even- 
ing of  the  same  dav  Col.  Jordan  of  the  9tl 
Pennsylvania  Cavalry  arrived  with  his  com 
mand. 

On  the  morning  of  the  13th,  the  command 
of  the  city  having  been  turned  over  to  Col 
Jordan,  the  Militia  were  relieved  from  duly 
and  were  addressed  by  Gen.  Harlan  on  be- 
half of  his  Excellency  Gov.  Bramlette 

The  oitizens  of  the  city  and  the  State  at 
large  are  under  obligations  to  Col.  Monroe 
for  his  services  in  defense  ot  the  Capital,  and 
I  here  tender  him  my  thanks  for  his  valuable 
assistance  to  me 

I  here  make  honorable  mention  ot  the  vol 
unteer  Militia,  under  Gen.  Harlan,  and  Capt 
Hewitt  who  rendered  efficient  services  in 
guarding  the  Railroad  bridge*,  during  the 
night  of  the  15th  instant 


Quarter-Master  General  Suddarth  with  the  ( 
assistance  of  Quarter  Master  Armer,  Mr. 
Poynter,  and  Lieut.  Venablc,  Quarter-Master 
of  36th  Regiment  enrolled  Militia  attended  ! 
in  an  efficient  manner  to  the  duties  of  the  '■ 
Quarter-Master's  and  Commissary's  depart- ; 
ments. 

Col.  Keenon  and  the  officers  and  men  un-  ■ 
der  his  command  deserve  especial  praise  for  ' 
their  prompt  response  to  the  call  of  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor.  The  36th  Regiment 
have  furnished  another  evidence  of  the  loy- 
alty of  the  Militia,  and  of  the  fact  that. they 
are  ready  and  willing  to  defend  their  State 
whenever  called  on  to  do  so. 

The  presence  of  his  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Attorney  General  Harlan  anima- 
ted the  men  and  contributed  very  materially 
to  the  defence  of  the  Fort. 

I  am  under  obligations  to  W.  A.  Gaines 
and  George  Watson,  Volunteer  Aids,  for 
the  prompt  manner  in  which  they  dischar- 
ged their  duties.

Headquarters  Forcee  Defending  Frankfort,  I 
Fbanktort,  June  13,  1664.  J 
Inspector  General  D.  W.  Lindsey: 

Sir:  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  operations,  during  the 
three  days  siege  of  Frankfort: 

In  compliance  with  special  orders  from 
Headquarters  Kentucky  State  Guard,  of 
date  June  9th,  I  assumed  command  of  the 
active  forces  in  and  around  the  city,  and 
proceeded  directly  to  place  the  city  in.  a  po- 
sition for  defence.  The  following  gentle- 
men were  appointed  on  my  staff:  Captain 
J.  M.  Mills,  A.  A.  A.  G.  and  Chief  of  Staff, 
Lieutenants  John  M.  Hewitt,  Jr.,  Yoder 
Brown,  and  John  A.  Crittenden,  Aidsde- 
Camp.  I  instructed  Col.  Ed.  Keenon,  com- 
manding 36th  Regiment  Enrolled  Militia, 
and  Lieut  Denton,  commanding  Kentucky 
Scouts,  to  report  to  me  immediately  the 
available  force  under  their  command  The 
reports  were  promptly  furnished  ;  and  I  as- 
certained that  my  activo  force,  consisting  of 
cavalry  and  infantry,  amounted  to  only  183 
men.  With  this  force  I  had  to  defend  the 
Fort,  Arsenal.  Bridges,  and  all  the  roads 
leading  into  town.  Feelin7  lliRt  the  situa- 
tion was  a  critical  one,  and  determining  to  re- 
sist to  the  last  any  attack  which  should  be 
made,  and  thinking  the  Fort  the  better 
point  for  resistance,  I  ordered  Colonel 
Keenon  to  summon  the  remainder  of 
his  regiment  and  occupy  the  Fort,  with 
instructions  to  all  detachments  who  were  de- 
fending the  entrances  to  the  town  to  fall 
back  Qpon  that  point,  in  case  they  could  not 
hold  their  positions.  I  inspected  the  Fort 
and  found  the  ordnance  and  stores  in  good 
condition ;  but  no  regular  artillery  force  to 
man  the  guns  I  then  directed  Col.  Keenon 
to  furnish  Sergeant  Johnson  of  the  2nd 
Maryland  Infantry,  with  a  force  from  his 
command  to  work  the  cannon,  which  being 
done,  I  commenced,  in  order  to  strengthen 
the  position,  the  construction  of  two  redoubts 
with  a  line  of  rifle-pits  to  protect  them,  im  - 
mediately in  the  rear  of  the  Fort, — impress- 
ing for  this  purpose  about  75  negro  men. 
This  work,  however,  the  enemy  did  not  allow 
me  to  complete,  as  will  be  shown  hereafter. 

After  this  disposition  of  the  force,  I  rode  to 
your  Head-Quarters  to  report,  and  whilst 
there  received  information  that  the  enemy 
were  advancing  towards  town,  upon  the 
Lexington  pike,  with  a  force  estimated  at 
200.  I  immediately  ordered  Lt.  Denton,  of 
the  Scouts  to  take  thirty  men,  and  ascertain 
the  truth  of  this  report  A  few  moments 
after  the  detachment  started,  I  determined 
to  go  myself  and  find  out  the  exact  state  of 
the  case,  as  I  apprehended  great  danger  from 
that  direction.  I  asked  you  to  accompany 
me,  which  you  did  ;  and  advancing  up  the 
road  as  far  as  the  Cemetery  Gate,  we  met 
the  detachment  returning,  who,  reported  the 
enemy  advanc  ing  in  large  force.  We  then 
rallied  the  detachment,  and  dismounting  a 
portion  of  them,  sent  them  with  a  few  in- 
fantry pickets,  to  the  old  railroad  cut  on  the 
left,  to  drive  back,  the  force  said  to  be  ad- 
vancing in  that  direction 

In  the  meantime,  you  had  taken  oix 
men  and  etarted  for  the  Owenton  pike, 
with  the  iniention  of  cutting  off  the 
force  supposed  to  be  in  the  old  railroad 
cut.  I  started  with  the  few  remaining 
of  the  detachment  of  cavalry,  towards  the 
loll  gate,  and  arriving  at  the  old  depot 
on  the  hill,  saw  a  squad  of  shout  twenty 
rebel  cavalry  moving  on  my  left  flank,  in 
direction  of  the  Fort.  A  squad  of  four  men 
were  seen  approaching  my  right  from  the 
direction  of  Mr  Ambrose  Dudley's  house. 
Six  men  and  a  Sergeant  were  despatched 
back,  down  the  pike,  to  the  roadjleading  from 
Mr  Thos.  S.  Page's  farm,  to  intercept  this 
squad;  but  they  did  not  attempt  to  approach 
thepike 

Whilst  watching  the  movements  ot  the 
enemy  on  my  left,  the  firing  commenced  at 
the  Fort,  and  looking  in  that  direction.  1 
could  plainly  «ee  the  enemy's  sharpshooters 
asccuding  the  knoll  in  front  of  the  partially 
constructed  redoubts,  in  which  cannon  had 
been  placed  I  watched  the  engagement 
with  feelings  never  before  experienced, — 
knowing  that  if  the  Fort  was  taken,  the  city 
was  doomed.  The  enemy  were  doubtless 
aware  of  the  force  defending  the  Fort,  Irom 
the  manner  of  assault,  and  desperation  with 
which  it  was  made.  At  this  juncture,  you, 
with  the  six  men  with  you,  had  attempted  to 
aacend  the  Eastern  slope  of  the  hill  and 
reach  the  Fort:  but  being  intercepted  by  the 
rapid  approach  of  the  enemy,  and  a  long  line 
of  abatis  in  your  front,  the  cavalry  were 
compelled  to  deploy  around  the  brow  of  the 
hill  to  the  left  while  you  dauntlcsslv  pushed 
your  way  through  the  abatis,  being  closely 
pursued  and  fired  upon  almost  to  the  vcrv 
gate  on  the  western  end  of  the  Fort. 

Yourtimcly  and  safe  arrival  inspired  the 
men  with  fresh  courage  and  determination, 
and  largely  contributed  to  their  success 
The  artillerists,  in  charge  of  the  guns  at  the 
redoubts  alluded  to,  having  no  force  what- 
ever to  support  them,  after  firing  one  or  two 
rounds,  abandoned  their  position,  and  the 
enemy  became  so  elated  and  emboldened  as 
to  press  qnicklj  forward  across  the  interven- 
ing space  towards  the  Fort,  making  a  fierce 
and  daring  assault.  The  result  was  a  se 
vere  and  quick  repulse;  every  man  in  the 
walls  standing  to  liispo«t.  and  theassailants, 
meeting  with  such  a  steady  fire  and  heroic 
resistance,  retired  as  hastily  aa  they  crime. 
The  fighting  was  renewed  at  intervale  for 
two  hours,  when  the  enemy  retired,  burning 
the  barrack*,  situated  near  the  Owenton 
pike. 

The  casualties  of  the  assault  were  two 
wounded. — Major  T  J  Hutchison,  and  pri- 
vate John  Coleman,  ol  36th  Regiment  of 
Militia.  Neither  of  the  wounds  ars  mortal ; 
and  both  will  soon  recover 

Whilst  you  were  thus  superintending  mat- 
ters at  the  Fort,  I  remained  on  the  Lexing 
ton  pike  with  my  squad  of  cavalry,  deter- 
mined, if  possible,  to  hold  in  check  any  at- 
tacking force  sufficiently  long  for  the  citi- 
zens to  reach  the  Fort ,  but,  as  it  was  grow 
:og  dark  and  the  gunners  could  not  see 
sufficient:;,  plain,  they  mistook  us  for 
the  enemy,    opening  fire   upon    us,  and 


landed  a  couple  of  ibells  uncomfortably 
near.  I  then  withdrcv  with  my  men  to  the 
Arsenal;  and,  flfter  gi  ng  them  instructions, 
joined  you  attho  For:  At  midnight,  thirty 
men  were  selected,  and  dividing  iuto  two 
squads,  placing  one  in  charge  of  Capt  Thos. 
Buford,  I  went  out  with  a  view  of  ascertain- 
ing the  fate  of  the  guns  in  the  redoubts  ; 
and  proceeding  cautiously,  we  found  them 
entirely  unmolested  in  their  placos,  and 
brought  them  into  the  Fort.  Owing  to  the 
vigorous  fire  the  enemy  received,  and  the 
decided  repulse,  they  retired  so  hastily  as 
not  to  even  take  time  to  spike  them.  Thus 
ended  the  conflict  of  Friday  the  10th 

Knowing  that  the  attack  would  be  renew- 
ed about  daylight,  if  at  all,  every  prepara- 
tion was  made  for  it ;  but  daylight  came  and 
the  old  flag  waved  over  us  still 

On  Saturday  morning,  as  early  as  5  o'clock 
the  enemy  was  discovered  on  the  south  side 
of  the  river;  and  at  6  o'clock  a  flag  of  truce 
was  seen  to  approach  the  wooden  bridge. 
The  bearers  were  met  on  the  other  side  by 
Lieut.  Armer,  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Gains,  volun- 
teer A.  D.  C,  who  blindfolded  them,  and  re- 
porting them  to  Capt.  Mills,  at  the  north 
end  of  the  bridge,  they  were  conducted  to  my 
Head  Quarters.  I  repaired  thither  from  the 
Fort,  and  the  rebel  officer  announced  him- 
self as  Adjutant  Freeman,  of  Col.  Giltner's 
4th  IOntucky  Confederate  Cavalry,  Lt.  Col 
Pryor.  commanding  ;  and  verbally  demand- 
ed the  unconditional  surrender  of  the  town 
and  forces  Of  course,  I  did  not  recognize 
this  irregular  manner;  but  promptly  refus 
ing  the  demand,  directed  my  staff  to  escort 
them  out  of  the  lines.  Every  thing  remain- 
ed quiet  until  8  o'clock,  when  the  enemy 
were  reported  in  the  cemetery,  a  few  of  them 
being  visible.  I  directed  Capt  Henry 
Brown  in  charge  of  the  gun  ntthe  Arsenal  to 
open  fire  on  them  which  he  did  driving  them 
to  safer  cover.  At  9  o'clock,  a  second  flag 
of  truce  made  its  appearance  in  South  Frank 
fort,  and  Lt  Yoder  Brown  was  despatched 
to  receive  it.  with  instructions  not  to  allow 
the  bearers  to  come  across  the  bridge.  In 
connection  with  Capt  Mills,  I  rode  to  Head 
quarters,  and  Lt.  Brown  presented  the  fo!

This  demand  I  referred  to  you,  so  I  con- 
sidered it  a  question  of  vital  interest  to  both 
the  city  and  State,  and  which  was  returned 
to  me  with  instructions  from  his  Excellency, 
the  Governor,  that  he  would  not  surrender, 
and  that  no  more  white  flag's  must  be  sent  in, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  such  a  demand.

Regiment,  Commanding 
Immediately  after  tins,  the  enemy  corn* 
menced  a  sharp  and  rapid  fire  of  musketry 
upon  our  forces  stationed  at  the  wooden 
bridge  and  the  arsenal,  which  was  kept  up 
at  intervals  during  whole  day,  as  late  as  5 
o'clock,  P  M.  when  they  withdrew  taking 
the  county  road  to  the  right  of  the  Louisville 
pike.    Two  guns  from  the  Fort  opened  upon 
them  and  continued  shelling  until  the  enemy 
had  gotten  out  of  sight. 

The  casualties  of  this  day's  fight  was  one 
wounded.  Mr  John  M  Todd. .-shot  in  the 
hand  at  the  bridge. 

Apprehending  no  further  danger  from  that 
quarter,  but  rather  that  the  enemy  would 
concentrate  and  attack  again  on  this  side  of 
the  river,  every  preparation  was  made  to  give 
him  a  warm  reception,  both  at  the  F ort  and 
in  town  Sunday  morning  however,  found  all 
quiet,  and  being  satisfied  that  the  sie<;e  was 
abandoned,  our  little  band  was  permitted 
to  rest,  having  for  forty-eight  hours  been 
vigilant  and  active  at  the  post  of  duty? 
About  5  o  clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  9th 
Pennsylvania  Cavalry, (Colonel  Jordan  com- 
manding.) arrived;  and  reinforced  by  this 
fine  ho  ly  ot  men,  made  me  feel  that  we  were 
safe. 

To  you,  General,  and  to  our  worthy  Gov- 
ernor, too  much  praise  cannot  be  awarded, 
for  your  fearless  stand  nt  the  outset,  and 
your  unflinching  determination  to  defend 
the  city;  and  to  your  constant  supervision 
of  matters  throughout  must  be  attributed  in 
a  vast  degree  the  success  I  am  now  able  to 
report  to  you.  Being  at  home  on  furlough, 
and  finding  yon,  once  my  senior  In  command 
of  the  old  22d  Kentucky  Infantry,  as  Gen- 
eral commanding  the  Slate  forces,  I  accept 
ed  the  position  you  were  pleased  to  assign 
me  much  more  willingly  than  I  would  have 
done  under  different  circumstances. 

To  those  citizens  of  the  town  and  county 
especially  to  the  nobl-  boys  of  Peak's  Mill 
precinct,  who  promptly  responded  tothecall 
of  the  commanding  officer  in  the  bout  ..of 
peril  and  danger,  all  honor  and  praise  is 
due.

Our  forces  drew  out  the  enemy 
from  within  50yards  of  the  enemy's  intrench- 
ments  at  Cold  Harbor,  and  made  a  flank 
movement  of  about  55  miles  march,  cross- 
ing the  Chickahominy  and  James  rivers,  the 
latter  2,000  feet  wide  and  84  feet  deep  at  the 


only  about  150  stragglers,  were  picked  up 
by  the  enemy.  In  covering  the  movements 
of  Gen.  Warren's  corps,  Wilson's  cavalry 
had  frequent  skirmishes  with  the  enemy, 
each  losing  from  fifty  to  sixty  killed  and 
wounded,  but  inflicting  on  equal  if  not 
greater  loss  on  the  enemy 

Smith's  (18th)  corps  was  transferred  Irom 
the  White  House  to  Bermuda  by  water,  and 
moved  out  near  Petersburg.  On  the  night 
of  their  arrival  they  surprised,  or  rather 
captured,  the  very  strongest  works  northeast 
of  Petersburg  before  a  sufficient  fire  could  be 
got  on  them  ky  the  enemy.  He  was  joined 
the  night  following  by  the  2d  corps,  which 
captured  the  enemy  8  redoubts  further  south, 
and  this  corps-was  followed  by  the  9th  corps, 
with  the  result  above  stated.  All  the  troops 
are  now  up  except  the  seven  divisions  cover- 
ing the  wagon-train*,  and  they  will  be  up  to- 
night. 

The  enemy  in  their  endeavor  to  reinforce 
Petersburg,  abandoned  their  intrenchments 
front  of  Bermuda.  They  no  doubt  ex- 
pected troops  from  the  north  of  James  river 
to  take  their  places  before  we  discovered  it. 
Butler  look  advantage  of  this  and  moved  at 
once  upon  the  railroads  between  Richmoud 
and  Petersburg,  which  I  hope  to  retain  pos- 
session of. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  the 
troops  and  their  commanders  for  the  ener- 
gy and  fortitude  displayed  in  the  laat  five 
days  Day  and  night  has  been  all  the

Washington,  June  18,  11  P.  U.—To  Maj. 
Gen  Dix:  Despatches  from  Sheridan  have 
just  been  received.  He  reports  a  victory 
over  the  enemy  on  the  Virginia  Central 
Railroad,  a  few  miles  south  of  Gordonsville, 
where  Lee,  a  few  days  since,  reported  a  vie 
tory     The  official  report  is  as  follows: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  the  ar 
rival  of  my  command  at  this  point,  and  also 
to  report  its  operations  since  leaving  New 
Least  ferry  I  crossed  the  Pamunky  River 
on  the  7th  instant,  marching  via  Ayletts 
and  encamped  on  Herring  creek.  On  the 
morniog  of  the  3th  I  resumed  the  marob 
via  Polecat  Station,  and  encamped  three 
miles  west  ot  the  station  On  the  9th  I 
marched  through  Childsburg  and  New  Mar 
ket,  and  encamped  on  Erie  creek 

On  the  10th  I  marched  via  Andrews  aud 
Levinean's  store,  crossing  both  branches  of 
the  North  Ann,  and  encamped  at  Buck 
Child's,  about  three  miles  northeast  of  Le- 
vanion  Station.  My  intention  was  to  break 
the  railroad  at  ihis  place,  march  through 
Mechaniosville,  cut  the  Gordonsville  and 
Charlottesville  railroad  near  Lindsay's,  and 
then  to  march  on  Charlottesville.  But  on 
our  arrival  at  Buck  Child's,  I  found  the  ene- 
my's cavalry  in  my  immediate  froot.  On 
the  morning  of  the  11  lb  Gen.  Torbett  with 
his  division,  and  Col.  Gregg,  attacked  the 
enemy.  After  an  obstinate  contest  they 
drove  him  from  his  successive  line  of  breast- 
works through  an  almost  impassable  forest 
back  on  Trevalin  Station.  In  the  mean- 
time, Custer  was  ordered  with  bis  brigade  to 
proceed  by  a  country  road  so  as  to  reach  the 
station  in  the  rear  of  the  rebel  cavalry. 

On  his  arrival  at  this  point  the  enemy 
broke  into  a  complete  rout,  leaving  hiadesd 
and  nearly  all  his  wounded,  in  our  hands; 
also  20  officers,  500  men,  and  400  horses. 
That  occupied  the  whole  of  the  day,  At 
night  I  encamped  at  Trevalin  Station,  and 
on  the  12th  commenced  destroying  the  rail- 
road from  this  point  to  Lorain  Court-house. 
This  was  thoroughly  done — the  ties  burned, 
and  the  rails  rendered  useless.  The  des 
truction  of  the  railroad  occupied  until  three 
o'clock  of  the  day,  when  I  directed  Gen. 
Torbett  to  advance  with  his  division,  and 
Gen.  Davis's  brigade  of  Gen.  Gregg's  divis- 
80D,  in  the  direction  of  Gordonsville,  and  at' 
tack  the  enemv,  who  had  concentrated  and 
had  been  reinforced  by  infantry  during  the 
night,  and  had  also  constructed  extensive 
rifle-pits  at  a  point  about  five  miles  from 
Gordonsville.  The  advance  was  made,  but 
as  the  enemy's  position  was  found  too  strong 
to  assault,  no  general  attack  was  made.  On 
the  extreme  right  of  our  lines  a  portion  of 
the  reserve  brigade  carried  the  enemy's  works 
twice,  and  was  twice  driven  back  by. infant- 
ry.   Night  closed  the  attack. 

I  found,  on  examination  of  the  coramasd, 
that  there  was  not  a  sufficiency  of  ammnni 
tion  left  to  continue  the  engagement.  The 
next  day  trains  of  cars  came  down  to  where 
we  were  engaged  with  (he  enemy.  The  re 
ports  ol  prisoners  and  citizens  were  that 
Picket's  old  division  was  coming  to  prevent 
the  taking  of  Gordonsville.  I  therefore, 
during  the  niglit  and  next  morning,  with- 
drew my  command  over  the  North  Anna 
river  via  Carpenter's  ford.  In  addition,  the 
animals  were  for  the  two  entire  days  in 
which  we  were  engaged  without  forage. 
The  surrounding  country  afforded  nothing 
but  grazing  of  a  very  inferior  quality,  and 
generally  at  such  points  as  were  inaccessible 
tocavalry.  The  engagement  ofthe  12ih  was 
by  far  the. most,  brilliant  one  of  the  present 
campaign  The  enemy's  loss  was  very 
heavy.  They  lost  the  following  officers  in 
killed  and  wounded:  Co!  McAllister,  kill- 
ed; Brigadier  General  Rosser,  commanding 
brigade,  wound-l,  and  Col.  Cuslar,  wound- 
ed. My  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  will  be 
about  575  ;  of  this  number  490  are  wounded. 
I  brought  off  in  ray  ambulances  377 — all 
that  could  be  transported.  The  remainder 
were,  with  a  number  of  rebel  wounded  that 
fell  into  our  hands,  left  behind  Surgeons 
and  attendants  were  detailed,  and  remained 
in  charge  ot  t  hem 

I  captured  and  have  uow  with  me  370  reb- 
el soldiers,  including  20  commissioned  ofrl« 
cers  My  ioss  in  captured  will  not  exceed 
160,  who  were  principally  from  the  5th 
yTiCrrrgan  cavalry  This  regiment  gallantly 
charged  down  the  Gordonsville  road,  captur- 
ing 1.500  horses  and  about  800  men.  but 
were  finally  surrounded,  and  had  to  give 
them  up.  The  enemy  made  a  dash  between 
Geu  Custer's  command  and  Col.  Gregg's 
brigade,  capturing  rive  caissons  of  Penning 
ion's  battery,  three  of  which  were  afterwards 
recovered,  leaving  two  in  tbeir  hands  A 
more  detailed  report  will  be  made  hereafter

From  the  forces  ofthe  enemy  within  iheu 
new  line  it  is  inferred  that  Beauregard  has 
been  reinforced  from  Lee's  army  No  re 
port  has  been  received  concerning  the  casu- 
alties of  our  army  in*  its  operations  since 
crossing  the  James  river,  except  the  death  of 
Major  Mooton,  mentioned  yesterday. 

Gen.  Sherman  reports  to  day  that  the  en- 
emy gave  way  laat  night  in  the  midst  of 
darkness  and  storm,  and  at  daylight  entered 
bis  line  from  the  right  to  the  left.

We  have  previously  had  occasion,  mciden 
tally,  to  notice  that  class  of  Irish  and  Ger- 
man-women  in  our  midst  whose  husband] 
have  gone  over  to  the  Yankees,  and  many 
of  them  entered  the  Yankee  service.  Those 
women  and  their  children,  some  fifteen  hun- 
dred or  two  thousand  in  number,  are  wholly 
supported  by  the  public  and  private  charities 
of  the  city  They  do  not  pretend  to  do  any 
kind  ot  work,  and  spen  d  all  their  time  in 
running  from  one  place  where  charity  isdis 
pensed  to  another  just  as  hogs  in  the  fall  of 
the  year  run  from  one  apple  tree  to  another. 
If  we  had  abundance  of  food,  the  support 
of  this  worthless  class  might  be  passed  over 
in  silence;  but  seeing  that  there  is  barely  a 
sufficiency  of  food  in  the  community  to  sup 
ply  our  own  people — to  keep  from  absolute 
suffering  tho  wives  and  children  of  our  sol- 
diers— we  should  have  nothing  to  give  these 
people.  It  would  not  answer,  it  is  true,  to 
let  them  starve  in  the  streets  ,  but  such  an 
event  could  be  easily  obviated  We  recom- 
mend that  a  census  be  taken  of  them,  and 
their  number  and  names  ascertained,  that 
they  may  be  sent  in  a  body  beyond  our 
lines,  having  first  been  supplied  with  tbe 
rations  necessary  to  support  tbem  till  they 
could  reach  some  Yankee  post  This  would 
be  a  harsh  measure,  but  one  fully  justifled 
by  our  necessities. 


An  old  lady  in  Gorbam,  Mass  ,  whose  age 
was  more  than  three  score  and  ten,  went  into

The  believer  while  a  "lellow- 
citiien  with  the  saints,"  is  also  a  subject  of  civil 
government,  to  which  be  owes  aod  must  render 
allegiance,  by  express  command  of  God.  No 
man  can  be  disloyal  without  tin  :  and  the  Chris- 
tian, because  he  Is  a  Christian,  and  therefore 
bound  to  shed  tbe  light  of  a  faultless  example, 
must  be  tenderly  conscientious  and  punotiliously 
careful  in  rendering  to  Csesar  tbo  things  which 
are  Csesar's. 

It  (a  very  certain  that  no  text  has  been  uftener 
quoted,  since  our  beloved  country  entered  the 
present  terrible  ordeal,  than  that  which  heads 
this  article.  But  is  also  certain,  that  no  text  was 
ever  subjected  to  more  unskillful  manipulation.

In  other  words,  whsrever  the 
sovereignty  it  lodgei ,  thtre  is  the  "higher  poutr." 
Of  coarse,  therefore,  the  answer  to  the  question.. 
"What  is  the  higher  power?"  depends  on  the 


Form  or  thb  Goveenmext.  Thus,  in  Russia, 
which  is  an  Absolute  Monarchy,  tho  Czar  is  the 
"higher  power;"  the  sovereignty  is  lodged  in  him; 
he  is  tbe  autocrat.  Iu  England,  which  is  a-Con- 
stitutional  Monaroby,  the  Queen  and  the  people 
(in  Parliamont,)ar«  the  "higher  powers."  While, 
in  a  Republic,  as  the  United  States,  the  "higher 
power"  is  the  pcoplo  ;  thoy  are  the  sovereign. 

At  the  head  of  his  article,  he  has  quoted 
a  scrap  of  the  common  version  of  the  Bible 
correctly.  But  at  tiie  head  of  this  paragraph 
lie  puts  ,;Hioher  Power  '  in  quotations,  sig- 
nifying that  he  takes  this  from  the  Greek 
and  gives  the  true  English  of  it'  and  in- 
stead of  ,:  powers,"  he  makes  it  singular 
and  says  'power.'  And  this  is  not  a 
mistake  of  the  printed,  for  he  uses  these 
words,  in  three  different  languages,  and  all 
in  ihe  singular  number  "  Uperexousa — iu- 
premus— sovereign'  makes  ihe  whole  thing  an 
abstraction;  and  defines  all  as— "that  to 
which  there  is  no  superior."

After  the  quotation  just,  made,  he  goes  on  | 
to  defins  sovereignty,  and  cite  legal  author  | 
ities;  quotes  the  Constitution;  confuses  J 
terms,  mixes  up  good  and  bad ;  and  finally  i 
drops  down  on  these  deductions  . 

Then,  the  President,  nor  Congress,  nor  the  two 
together  are  sovereign,  i.  e.  they  aro  not  "the 
higher  power." 

The  declaration  that  they  are  not  '  sover- 
eign" is  the  sugar  for  the  further  declara- 
tion, "they  ure  not  the  'higher  power."' 
Very  well  I  We  then  have  got  no  rulers,  in 
the  sense  of  men  in  authority  over  us 
Verily,  we  are  a  free  people  !  But  who  does 
"Rupert"  say  is  the  "higher  power." — i  e 
"the  higher  powers,"  that  are  authorized  ^to 
exercise  authority  over  us;  the  "rulers," 
who  are  "God's  ministers"  or  servants;  who 
collect  tribute :  and  slay  the  incorrigible 
enemies  of  the  government  with  the  sword 
of  God's  vengeance,  and  execute  His  wrath? 
(See  Romans,  13th  chapter,  and  Spy  stand- 
ard Commentary.)  Who  is  the  •higher 
power?"    Let  him  answer; — 

Hence,  in  our  form  of  Government,  the  lew  is 
"the  higher  power."  Io  obey  law  is  to  "be  sub- 
ject to  the  higher  powers."  The  law  is  above  us 
ail:  it  is  our  Caesar — our  sovereign. 

Now  we  are  fixed  I  We  are  not  bound  to 
be  suoject  to  Mr.  President  Lincoln-  because 
he  is  not  "the  higher  power,"  and  if  he  is 
not,  of  course,  no  iiiferior  officer  is.  Neither 
will  we  be  subject  to  Congress,  for  the  same 
reason  We  will  obey  law — the  Constitu 
tioo,  if  you  please!

Webster  in  hisdeflnition  ol  loyal,  doc  -  opt 
refer  you  to  loi,  bui  to  loyal,  and  he  defines 
our  English  word  loyal  thus;  'Faithful  to  a 
prince  or  superior;  true  to  plighted  faith 
duty,  or  love;  not  treacherous  '  There  is  no 
comfort  in  that  for  trai  tors 

As  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  church,

Behold  the  Tnicrr. — A  convention,  enti- 
tled a  "Union  Democratic  Meeting,"  was 
held  in  Falmouth,  May  16,  1854.  The  pro-

H.  Bbame  as  Chairman,  and  James  T.  Ap. 
pleoate.  Secretary.  The  object  ol  the  meet- 
ing was  to  appoint  delegates  to  the  Louis' 
ville  Convention  called  by  James  Guth. 
rie,  George  D.  Prentice,  Hamilton  Pope, 
and  others,  to  elect  and  send  del- 
egates to  the  Chicago  Convention.  Many
